LAUGHING GAS. 


Nitrous oxide or laughing gas was first dis 


covered by an English chemist named Priest 
ley in 1776. Primarily it was used in oxliibi 
tious for tho purpose of producing the pe 
culiar exhilarating effott which it has upon 
some natures wheu inhaled in small quantl 
ties, and which is the reason for its bi 
£nowu the world over as "laughing gas.1 


Sir Humphrey Davy suggested u eenuirj 
ago that it might be used iu surgical opera 
lions where there was uo great effusion o 
blood; but, until 1S44, little, if any, further 
attention was paid to it. Oil the 10th of De 
cember, 1844, there was given at Hartford 
Conn., an exhibition of the effects of laugh- 
ing gas. 
This exhibition was merely for the 


sake of making money, and its promoters hat 
not the remotest iuteution of enlightening thi 
inblic on the .scientific possibilities of ni 
trous oxide. Curiosity led Dr. Horace Wells 
a dentist residing in the city, to go and see 
the fun.

A OKKAT BOOM IN I.AWN TKNNIS. 


"I am looking for a great boom in lawn ten- 


nis this summer," remarked a prominent 
dealer In sporting goods in New York ft day 
or two ago. 


"Yon sco," ho continued,''our orders for 


tho season arc already coming In, and we can 


judge prclty well by tho 15th of Milieu or the 
1st of April what athletic sports will lx> tho 
fad during the summer simply by looking 
over our order book. 


"That tho expectation is that lawn tennis 


will be very, popular this season is whown by 
the number of orders we has e received from 
proprietors of summer hotels and hoarding 
houses. Last season, 1 venture to say, not 
ouo iu ton of tho resort hotels scattered along 
the Jersey coast clear dowii to Capo May 
provided freo tennis for their guests. As to 
tho boarding houses, hardly any of them 
came into line. 


"lint tho tuuiils issue, so to speak, proved 


a most important one to many boarding 
house keeiwrs. For example, theie was u 
lady iu here only the day before yesterday 
who ordered a complete tennis outiit, iu- 
cludiug a court marker aud six of the linest 
racquets sne could buy. Her story was that 
she conducts a resort at Asuurv I'ark, aud 
lust season peremptorily refused to allow a 
tennis court to be laid out on her beautiful 
lawn. 'The result of which was,' she remarked 
to me, 'that 1 lost ten most desirable board- 
era, all young people, who said they could not 
live In the name house with a person of my 
cranky disposition. Jn addition to this they 
managed to keep other people away. 
This 


year, however, 1 am going to cuter to their 
trade.' 


"This," explained the dealer, "is only one 


case in iifty that has come under my atten- 
tion recently. Last season, at I said before, 
the boarding house that provided tennis for 
its patrons was a novelty. 
This year the 


ones that do not have some kind of a court 
laid out will be rarities. 
In Asburj; Park 


alone we have orders already from tifty dif- 
ferent hotels aud boarding houses, and one 
Long Branch Uoniface has contracted for 
six nets already, uH of the Bnest quality. 
In 


addition to this he will have a tont to be 
pitched on tho lawn where players can re 
tire to refresh themselves with free lemonade 
in the Intervals between games. Even tho 
austere boarding house mistresses of Ocean 
Grove have succumbed to the inevitable and 
will permit the fad 'to obtain a foothold on 
their own premises/ so to speak. Yes, there 
seems to me to bo no reason to doubt but 
that lawn tennis will lie more popular during 
the coming summer season than 
it. has 


been heretofore. 
Jt is a healthful exercise 


and is about the only sport with athletic ten- 
dencies that women aud men can both play 
at. A young lady looks more graceful 
when 


she makes the score 'fifteen—thirty' or 'our 
advantage' than she does whanging away at 
a croquet ball or fighting about the position 
of a wicket. Any game that can be played 
by both sexes without, any extraordinary 
amount of squabbling is bound to be a suc- 
cess." 


A tour among the other dealers in sporting 


goods tended to confirm this story. All re- 
port thai the advance orders for tennis goods 
have been exceptionally large and that more 
people have called to look over stock than in 
any two previous years at this season. 


Undoubtedly lawn tennis will be more pop- 


ular than ever this coming summer.—[New 
York Commercial Advertiser.
